London, Nov. 2.—Helsinki 
Radio reported today that 
Karl Fagerholm, Social De- 
mocrat. Prime Minister of 
Finland, told a congress of 
his party in Helsinki: “The 
most important object in 
our foreign policy is: frlend- 
ship with our great ‘neigh- 
bour, the Soviet Union.”

M. Fayterholm denied that 
Finland was negotiating with 
tne Western Powers. 

“The Government has not xe- 
eelved any proposals whatever 
of a political nature from the 
Western Powers and we have 
nothing to hide,” he said. 

Finlund had folluwed with 
great interest the discussions 
for a Seandinavian defence 
pact as an alternative to the 
Atlantic Pact for the northern 
natlons, he sald, neue 

“The Finns are convinced 
that ft would have been best Jf 
Seundinavia had refrained (rom 
vomning the Atlantic Pact,” he 
declared, “but Denmark and 
Norway decided to participate 
In it and it is not our business 
o express eriticism, 

“However, Wwe are greatly 
pleased that Sweden decided to 
stay neutral”. 

M. Fagerholm announced that 
the Government would hand in 
Its resignation on March |, when 
the new Finnisti President takes 
ofiice. This {is In accordance 
with tradition.—Reuter.
